(54) Door Information box 

(57) A door information box of plastics material comprises a back 10, and a hinged door 14 with a transparent window 1 1 
fitted in it ( a rubber seal 17 fitted around its periphery and a catch 15. The back case of the box has two protruding prongs 
13 to hold pre written or self written messages (18). The back also has two small holes drilled 12 in it to enable the box to 
be fitted to a door. The box may also contain a small ligh t to enable messages to be read in the dark.

Many people place scrans of uaper on their doors with 
scribbled m e s s a r e s on t h ^ m , When weather conditions ret 
adverse the piece of ppper rets wet becoming illegible or 
they may even be blown away by the wind. The present 
invpnt.ion 'The Info Box 1 aims to do away with all these 
probl ems .

The pipsrares can be placed inside the Info Boy at onos own 
discretion. 

The Info Boy may be fitted with a rubber seal between the 
door and the back case to prevent condensation which will 
ensure the message to be legible at all times. 

The Info Boy will also be fitted with two protruding prongs 
protruding from the back case which will enable the message 
pad to be held in place. 

It will also be appreciated that the Info Boy may contain 
a small light which will enable the messages to be read in 
the dark. Therefore the Info Box is simply a container 
which oither screws to a door or is fixed by other means 
which has p re-writ ten messages or self written messages 
placed in it to i. n f o r m people of something on.
